OCEAN IN HOLE MOON LEFT. 


Prof. Pickering Advances Theory of 
the Pacific’s Formation, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 6.—Prof. W. H. 
Pickering of Harvard, the astronomer, en 
route home from a visit to the Hawalian 
Islands, declared to-day that, although 
he visited the Hawaiian Island volcanoes 
for the first time on his recent trip, he 
tecognized in them familiar friends. He 
met theirs ancestors from afar, he said, 
through a telescope. 

The Hawallan volcanoes, Prof. Pickers 
ing finds, are similar to those of the moon 
—ihat is, of the engulfment variety. 

The professor, in a lecture at Honolulu, 
advanced the theory that when the moon 
material was thrown off from the earth 
the space that was left formed the bed of 
the Pacific Ocean. The large volcanoes 
of Mauna Loa and Kilauea, on the Island 
of Hawaii, and Haleakala, on Maui, were 
in many ways exactly like those he had 
observed on the moon.

A REVOLUTION NOT FEARED 


Ministers May Be Turned Out, but” 


Disorder Is Not General— 
Government Sileat. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6.—There was rioting 
here last (Tuesday) night in connection 
with the dissatisfaction over the results 
of the peace settlement. 

There were several clashes with the 
police, and it is estimated that two 
persons were killed and over 500 were 
wounded. The rioting ceased at mid- 
night. 

Police stations were the only property 
destroyed. 


TOKIO, Sept. 5, (Delayed.)—The first 
turbulence attendant upon the popular 
anger over the terms of peace occurred 
to-day. A mass meeting to protest against 
the action of the Government was called 
to take place at Hibiya Park, but the 
metropolitan police closed the gates and 
attempted to prevent the assemblage of 
the people. 

The municipality protested against the 
action of the police, and finally the gates 
were thrown open and a large crowd gathe 
ered and voted in favor of resolutions de« 
claring the nation humiliated and dé« 
nouncing the terms upon which the treaty 
of peace was arranged. The crowd was 
serious in its conduct, rather than angry, 
and the police handled it discreetly. The 
gathering eventually dispersed in an or- 
derly manner. 

Later on, however, a crowd attempted 
to hold a meeting in the Shinton! Theatre, 
and the police dispersed it. A portion of 
the crowd then proceeded to the office of 
the Kokumin, the Government organ, and 
began hooting. Three employes of the 
paper, armed with swords, appeared at 
the door of the building and checked the 
attack, and the police again dispersed the 
crowd. 

It was thought that the trouble had 
passed, when suddenly a portion of the 
erowd made a rush at the building, hurled 
stones, and damaged some of the ma- 

hinery. a ti 

Several persons were injured during the 
attack, but the police eventually cleared 
the streets and arrested a number of the 
rioters. The disorder is not general, and, 
the situation is not serious. 

Similar meetings have been held at 
Osaka and Nagoya. In round terms they 
denounced the Government and asked it 
to resign. 

General sentiment throughout the coun- 
try seems to favor reactionary measures, 
but it appears clear that the majority of 
the people will eventually accept the re- 
sult of the peace conference, however dis- 
appointing it may be. 


TOKIO, Friday, fept. 1, (delayed.)—The 
press telegrams outlining the peace terms 
have further inflamed the sentiment 
against the settlement. The radicals and 
hot heads continue to urge various ex- 
pedients to express the popular disap- 
proval. 

There has been no violence and no scen@ 
of turbulence, although, as a precaution- 
ary measure, the police ‘reserves have 
been increased. The police are carefully 
watching the developments of the situa- 
tion, and the force will be doubled should 
any violence occur. If it does, its speedy 
suppression is assured. 

The Government is silent. The conserv+ 
ative elements predict that the country 
will approve the settlement when the cony 
ditions are thoroughly understood. They 
declare that the present agitation does 
not represent either the ultimate senti- 
ment of the people or a sufficiently strong 
minority to merit serious consideration. 

Possibly public opinion will become 

i more definite when the Government fn- 
forms the people of the actual results 
of the Portsmouth conference. As yet no 
information has been given out regarding 
the final adjustment of the most serious. 
issues. 

Telegrams from Kobe, Nogoya, Osaka, 
Sasebo, Kanazawa, Himeji, Kyoto, and 
Tokoma express the popular dissatisfac- 
tion and dejection over the result. The 
minor radical papers have thrown off all 
restraint, and pronounee the peace settle- 
ment the greatest humiliation the country 
has ever suffered. They eVen advise a 
refusal to ratify the treaty, through var+ 
ious expedients. 

Few flags are appearing in the capital. 
In some instances where enthusiastic cfti- 
zens have displayed fiags, their neighbors 
have advised their removal. 

The higher middle classes, including 
commercial and financial men, remain 
strangely silent, but their disappointment 
is evident. The stock market, reflecting 
the attitude of depression, declined sharp- 
ly at the opening to-day, and trading was 
sluggish. The bulk of the people continue 
apathetic, while the hostility of the radi- 
cals grows. 

The Kokumin is the only metropolitan 
daily paper that defends the terms of the 
peace settlement. The paper declares that 
the purpose of the war has been accom~ 
plished, and adds: ; 

“The war has not been fought to gain 
money. Russia has been stripped of the 
cortrol of Manchuria and driven sufft- 
ciently far north. More than the aim and 
purpose of the war has been gained uy 
our recognized ascendence in Korea, and 
every reason exists to thank our delegates 
and to feel specially grateful for the good 
offices of President Roosevelt.”

M. Witte’s towering height and bearded 
face were recognized before he 
the gate, and as he stepped out into the 
statio® the onlookers surged forward 
cheering. The police and Secret 
men for a moment were swamped. 
Witte and Baron Rosen lifted their hats 
in response to the greeting, and were 
surrounded by persons who insisted on 
shaking hands. The Russians submitted 

the ordeal gracefully. It was some 
moments before they could reach the five 
carriages which were waiting for their 
arty. 

Even after the two envoys had taken 
seats in their carriage they were de- 
tained by hands thrust in through the 
windows on either side. M. Witte’s face 
was fairly beaming when the start for the 
St. Regis Hotel was made. Baron Rosen 
gave no sign either of pleasure or impa- 
tience. His face was like a mask when 
the cheering was at its height. 

In the party which registered at the 
St. Regis with the envoys were .

Korostovetz, Commander A. G. Butacoff, 
Gregory Willenkin, M. de Plancon, Gen.

Baron 
Rosen accepted the invitation. 

Despite M. Witte’'s announcement, he 
and Baron Rosen slipped from the hotel 
at 8 o'clock last evening. They refused

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Sept. 6.—Life in

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Sept. 6.—Arrange- 
ments for the farewell reception of the 
peace envoys by President Roosevelt were 
completed to-day. Both the Russian and 
Japanese plenipotentiaries will be guests 
at Sagamore Hill on Saturday. 

Baron Komura and Minister Takahira 
will be entertained at luncheon by the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. They will 
come to Oyster Bay from New York on 
the naval yacht S8ylph, 

M. Witte and Baron Rosen will be the 
President’s guests at dinner. As it was 
thought that M. Witte would prefer to 
make the journey to Oyster Bay by rail 
rather than by water a private car will 
be attached to the train due here at 
6:39 P. M for his and Baron Rosen's 
convenience. 

The President to-day gave out the. text 
of the telegrams received from Baron 
Komura and the Russian envoys, after 
the signing of the peace treaty yesterday. 
Baron Komura’s message reads: 

“Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 5, 1905. 
“The President: 

**T hasten to inform you that the treaty 
of peace has just been signed. umanity 
is under e lasting debt of gratitude to you 
for the initiation and successful conclu- 
sion of the peace conference. I beg to be 
permitted to add my own thanks and sin- 
cere acknowledgments. KOMURA.” 

The telegram sent by the Russian En- 
voys was as follows:

EQUITABLE SELLS ITS U. P. 


Some Belleve This Indicates a New 
Policy as to Harriman. Securities. 


It became known yesterday in connec- 
tion with the market declines in Union 
Pacific that the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society had disposed of the line of the 
convertible bonds of the railroad which it 
had held practically ever since the bonds 
were issued. The fact was brought out 
as the result of a report that the Equi- 
table had recently converted large hold- 
ings of the bonds into stock, and as a 
sveparatory step had sold the stock short, 

orrowing to cover the sales until the 
conversion was carried out. 

The story had it that a short line of 
180,000 shares was thus handled. The 
Equitable’s holdings of the convertibles, 
however, according to the report of last 
December, amounted to $3,085,675 par 
value, which would be the equivaient of 
little more than 30,000 shares of stock. 

The fact that the society had cleared out 
the convertibles, whether by direct sale or 
conversion into stock and the subsequent 
sale of the stock, was received with in- 
terest in financial quarters as indicating 
eliher a disposition to remove from the 
society’s investment Hst securities which 
are necessarily subject to large fluctua- 
tions in value, or the inauguration of a 
new policy regarding the so-called Harri- 
man securities. Well-informed men were 
inclined to the former view, as there has 
been a handsome profit for the Equitable 
in disposing of its convertibles, whether 
they were sold directly or in connection 
with the Exchange. 

The Equitable carried in its last finan- 
cial statement its $3,085,500 convertibles at 
| $2,974,055 book value. As the bonds have 
followed the stock for which they may be 
euchenans pretty closely in its recent risa 
from below par into the hundred and thir- 
ties, it ws 2 be fair to take 180 as an 
average price of sale. That would net 
$4,011,150 for the Equitable’s holdings,

PARIS, Aug. 20.—While at New York a 
young German stoker of 20, on board a steam- 
jer bound for the West Indies, bought a 
dollar ticket in a lottery for charity, then 
sailed for the Antilles.

Improvements for Amsterdam Avenue.

| On a recent evening I took a trolley ride 
down Amsterdam Avenue from about 145th 
Street to the Circle. It is a splendid street, 
and doubtless will be one of the most impor- 
tant thoroughfares of the city fifty years 
hence. 
very steep inclines and declines. The former 
may doubtless be remedied as easily at one 
time as another, but it would certainly be a 
good thing for the city to pass an ordinance 
requiring all tracks not in use to be removed. 

The other difficulty is likely to be eggra- 
vated by delay, as a few buildings are on the 
summits of the worst of these hills, and they 
could easily be terraced. 

Amsterdam Avenue should be graded down 
at least ten feet at the summit of the hill 
between 133d and 140th Streets. Grading should 
also be done between 110th and 118th, and be- 
tween Ninety-first and Ninety-third Streets. 
The cross streets are at present graded up to 
the avenue in nearly all instances, so they 
would be improved also incidentally. 

It should involve the expenditure of very 
little money. The street car people should be 
glad to see it done, 
much energy in running their cars—more than 
enough to offset the cost of relaying their 
tracks. BW. L

HARVARD-TECH MERGER SUIT. 


Court Holds Latter Cannot Seil Its 
Property as Planned. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 6.—The Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court to-day handed 
down a decision in which it rules that 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy cannot use more than one-third of 
its estate in this city for buildings, and 
cannot sell the property under the grant 
given by an act of the Legislature of 1861. 
Two of the Justices dissented. 

Indirectly the construction of the grant 
made to the corporation has an important 
bearing on the Harvard-Technology mer- 
ger plan in view of the contemplated pur- 
pose of the corporation to sell its prop- 
erty when the consummation of that 
scheme rendered its further use un- 
necessary. Under the terms of the grant 
to the Institute of Technology and the 
Natural History Society, the square now 
occupied by both was to be reserved 
forever as an open space or for the use 
of the two societies, but neither society 
was to cover more than one-third of its 
area with buildings. 

Abutting property owners sought an in- 
junction to restrain the Technology from 
erecting an additional permanent struct- 
ure on its land exceeding this limit.

EX-JUSTICE LANDON DEAD. 


Roosevelt Appointee to Court of Ap- 
peals Was 75 Years Old. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Thursday, 
Sept. 7.—Judson 8S. Landon died shortly 
before 1 o’clock this morning. He was 
75 years old. . 


,» Judson Stuart Landon was born in Sal- 
isbury, Conn., on Dec. 16, 18382. As a 
Justice of the Supreme Court he served 
two terms, the last of which expired in 
1901. In 1900, however, he was appointed 
to the Court of Appeals by Gov. Roosevelt 
under a law which made is possible to as- 
sign Supreme Court Justices to relieve 
the stress of work there. He served un- 
til the age Iimit barred him. The other 
appointees, Justices Cullen and Werner, 
have since become full-fledged members 
of the court, Justice Cullen being Chief 
Justice. 

Justice Landon entereq the Yale Law 
School in 1854, where he studied one year. 
He received the degree of Master of Arts 
from Union University the same year. 
After a year’s service at the bar he was 
elected in 1857 District Attorney of Sche- 
nectady County. His election as Justice 
of the Supreme Court in the then Fourth 
Judicial District came in 1873. He was 
re-elected in 1887. 

He was a lecturer on Constitutional law 
and the author of ‘“ The Constitutional 
History of and Government of the United 
States.’”’ 


JOHN J. HANNON DEAD.

John J. Hannon, the Republican leader 
of the Seventh Assembly District, died

No support was forthcoming 
yesterday, as was the case on Tuesday, 
from London or from the covering of 
short contracts, and on the other hand 
there was steady pressure of stock from 
Western sources. Prices fell away al- 
most continuously until the close, when 
a very moderate rally followed the pur- 
chases made to even up previous sales. 
The heaviest trading was In Union Pa- 
cific and Amalgamated Copper, and by 
them practically the greatest losses of 
the active list scored. Amal- 
gamated Copper shares were freely 
pressed for sale on the reduction in the 
price of the metal, and the break of 
the stock under the heavy offerings 
was the most unsettling incident of the 
morning session.

It is simply impossible to believe that 
any bear party, however resourceful and 
well informed, could have brought about 
such a reaction in prices as has occurred 
in the last ten days unless certain very 
powerful banking interests had been will- 
ing to see the market lower. If the cam- 
paign continues many persons will as- 
sume that these interests are willing to 
See prices lower still. It is this feeling, 
more than anything that the bear crowd 
itself has so far been able to do, or fear 
of what it may do hereafter, that now in- 
spires conservatism in quarters where 
only recently bullish doctrines were stout- 
ly maintained. Those who have believed 
Patiently in the ultimate outcome of the 
market believe in it still, but with some- 
what more allowance for unfavorable pos- 
sibilities in the speculative situation. A 
latitude was allowed to the bear party 
last week which could be explained only 
on the ground that those who acquire 
stocks in large amounts on a scale down 
were willing to make their purchases as 
cheaply as possible without so executing 
their orders as to check the decline.

THE IRON TRADE. 


Special to The New York Times 
CLEVELAND, Sept. 6.—The Iron Trade 
Review to-morrow will say: 


Sales of rails since the price of $28 for 1906 
delivery was announced last week have been 
tremendous, breaking all records and furnishing 
substantial evidence of very great prosperity in 
the iron business, present and prospective. It is 
estimated that the orders for rails for 1906 
placed within a week will amount to 650,000 
tons, and orders for several hundred thousand 
tons are pending. 

Although the United States Steel Corporation 
has booked very large orders, it has not alone 
enjoyed the unexpectedly heavy business from 
the railroads. The Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company reports its entire rail output sold for 
the year 1906, and the Tennessee Coal, Iron, 
and Railroad Company, the Lackawanna Steel 
Company, and other interests are well sup- 
plied with orders. 

Among the bookings of the week were the 
following: Chicago and Northwestern, 70,000 
tons; Burlington, 50,000; Santa Fe, 50,000; 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, 65,000; Wisconsin 
Central, 22,000; Great Northern, 40,000. 

Accompanying the orders for rails are many 
orders for cars and locomotives. The Pennsy!- 
vania system has ordered 15,000 steel cars. 
Other railroads have bought liberally, and in- 
quiries for at least 75,000 steel and wooden 
cars are pending. The announcement of an 
advance of $2 per ton on structural shapes, 
although not expected, is received by the trade 
as justified by market conditions. 

Orders for more than 20,000 tons of structural 
steel were placed at Chicago last week. The 
market ‘for pig iron is rather quiet, but in 
—" all selling centres there {is an improved 

one. 

The demand for plates and steel bars con- 
tinues very strong, and the trade would not 
be surprised to hear of an advance on these 
products at an early day. 

The American Shipbuilding Company has 
placed contracts for plates for three large 
freighters, and additional contracts are pend- 
ing. There is already considerable complaint 
about car shortage. This is especially true in 
the coke regions. The demand has become so 
strong that the railroads are finding it difficult 
to give prompt shipments.
